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To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Congleton  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1967* 

The  population  is  rising  steadily  and  now  is  at  an  estimated  level  of  16,560 
an  increase  of  420  over  the  previous  year. 

The  main  centres  of  Development  are  at  Holmes  Chapel  and  Goostrey  and  in  the 
Scholar  Green  and  Church  Lawton  areas  v/ith  a certain  amount  scattered  over  the 
whole  Rural  District.  The  fact  that  the  motorway  passes  through  our  district  means 
that  certain  developments  v;ill  continue  into  the  future  and  v/e  should  bo  prepared 
for  this  in  all  the  services  that  we  can.  At  Holmes  Chapel  for  example  we  have 
anticipated  this  growth  by  providing  a site  for  a Health  Centre  and  I am  certain 
some  kind  of  consideration  in  this  direction  should  be  given  to  Scholar  Green. 

The  table  in  the  report  showing  the  causes  of  death  have  remained  in  their 
present  form  for  very  many  years.  At  one  time  infectious  diseases  wore  the 
major  hazard  and  accounted  overv.'helmingly  for  the  number  of  deaths.  For  a variety 
of  reasons  it  is  now  rare  to  record  a single  death  from  these  causes.  Coronary 
Heart  Disease  now  leads  the  list  followed  closely  by  Cancer  and  other  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  blood  vessels. 

V/hercas  deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases  largely  occurred  in  young  people 
Heart  Disease  and  Cancer  arc  affecting  the  middle-aged  and  the  elderly.  The  ques- 
tion arises  what  can  be  done  to  reduce  this  mortality.  Medical  research  is  the 
main  hope  and  all  over  the  "orld  this  goes  on  with  ever  increasing  impetus,  as  new 
facts  and  relationships  are  revealed.  As  far  as  the  individual  is  concerned  there 
are  certain  irrefutable  associations  between  our  social  liabits  and  disease  and  death. 

For  example  cigarette  smoking  is  the  major  cause  in  the  tremendous  increase  in 
lung  cancer.  Air  pollution  as  well  as  smoking  arc  the  main  causes  of  Bronchitis 
the  most  expensive  and  devastating  illness  in  this  Country. 

Overindulgence  in  food  particularly  starches  and  sweets  cause  overweight  and 
consequent  extra  strain  on  the  heart  and  blood  vessels. 

Many  of  the  factors  which  can  keep  people  healtlry  and  active  can  only  be  brought 
about  in  a well  organised  scheme  of  Health  Education  stcirting  with  the  mother  and 
her  infant,  through  the  schools  and  on  into  adult  life  to  prepare  for  retirement 
and  old  age.  It  is  to  bo  hoped  that  in  the  reorganisations  that  are  to  come  in 
the  Health  Services  and  in  Local  Government  this  most  important  aspect  of  prevent- 
ive medicine  will  not  be  overlooked.  The  subject  is  so  important  that  a now 
Health  Service  Council  is  being  developed  but  farther  than  this  wo  need  departments 
of  Health  Education  at  our  Universities  and  Teacher  Training  Colleges.

Once  again  Measles  is  the  most  prevalent  our  infectious  diseases.  But  as 
has  been  forecast  in  previous  Annual  Reports  the  long  awaited  vaccination  is  now 
available  and  if  all  who  arc  eligible  avail  themselves  of  this  protection  we  should 
begin  to  sec  the  end  of  this  disease. 

VJe  have  now  established  in  Sandbach  a regular  Cervical  Smear  Clinic.  This 
could  be  properly  labelled  as  a Cancer  Prevention  Service,  for  in  addition  to  the 
smear  examination  a general  clinical  overhaul  is  given  with  particular  attention 
to  the  breasts.  It  should  be  realised  that  cancer  of  the  breast  causes  three  times 
more  deaths  than  that  of  the  cervix.  However  not  all  women  are  availing  themselves 
of  this  valuable  service  and  we  now  have  no  age  restriction  on  those  who  can  attend. 

I must  thank  the  Health  Inspector  and  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  the 
contribution  they  have  made  to  this  report,  and  the  Clerk  for  the  ready  assistance 
ho  has  given  me  at  all  times.

The  use  of  this  service  has  grown  enormously  and  the  demand  v/as  so  great 
that  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  reduce  the  number  of  treatments  after  the 
first  six  monthly  treatments  to  one  treatment  every  two  months.  However,  in 
exceptional  cases  vyhere  it  is  necessary  to  give  the  treatment  more  frequently, 
it  is  possible  to  do  this  under  the  scheme.

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Development  of  the  Rural  District 


The  District  continues  to  be  an  area  of  great  interest  to  Housing  Development 
Companies.  It  is  a pleasantly  rural  area  with  little  industry  apart  from  that  of 
agriculture  and  located,  as  it  is,  within  easy  reach  of  the  Potteries,  and  the 
towns  of  Manchester,  VVarrington  and  Stockport  it  is  fast  becoming  the  comrautors' 
dormitory. 

During  the  year  155  private  dwellings  were  completed  but  as  an  indication 
of  the  future  trend  and  the  interest  of  Development  Companies  532  plans  were 
approved.  Of  this  number,  as  few  as  9 were  for  a total  of  591  dwellings.  They 
included  56  in  Betchton,  l46  in  Holmes  Chapel,  233  in  Goostrey,  15^  in  Odd  Rode. 

Development  on  such  a scale  will  obviously  bring  in  its  train  problems  of 
sewerage  and  in  other  services  such  as  water  supply,  electricity  supply,  and, 
of  course.  School  accommodation.  This  order  of  things  appears  to  be  inevitable 
because  it  has  been  impossible  in  the  past  to  anticipate  accurately  how  quickly 
development  would  take  place  in  a particular  Parish.

PARISH  OF  BETCHTON 


Lawton  Heath  End 

The  private  building  development  referred  to  in  the  Report  for  1966 
proceeded  but  only  by  one  of  the  two  Contractors.  The  sewage  discharge  did  not 
cause  overloading  of  the  Treatment  Works  which  are  producing  a satisfactory 
effluent , 

Malkins  Bank 


The  old  Treatment  Works  are  far  from  satisfactory  and  are  difficult  to 
maintain.  It  is  believed  that  they  were  constructed  to  serve  houses  built  for 
workers  at  the  Salt  Works  which  were  demolished  many  years  ago  and  also  the  lock 
cottages.  In  addition  the  Council  built  a number  of  houses  in  this  community. 

There  is  a small  box  making  Factory  in  the  Village  and  this  adds  to  the 
drainage  problem. 

The  proposal  to  discharge  the  sewage  to  the  sewers  in  the  Sandbach  Urban 
District  was  refused  by  that  Authority  but  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  review  this 
idea  in  the  near  future  since  their  pumping  station  adjoins  the  Rural  Council's 
Treatment  Works  site. 
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Hassall  Green 


The  Treatment  V/orks  in  this  Village  community  are  merely  three  spptic  tanks, 
one  of  which  it  is  believed  was  constructed  by  the  one  time  land  owner  and  two 
constructed  by  the  Council  when  they  built  Council  Houses.  There  are  7^ 
properties  in  this  group  and  the  effluent  is  of  a low  standard  discharging  to 
a ditch. 


PARISH  OF  BRERETON 


Brereton  Green 


The  Brereton  Green  Treatment  Works  are  overloaded.  At  the  design  stage 
it  was  not  envisaged  that  a private  housing  scheme  would  be  erected  in  the 
Village  on  land  where  no  indication  had  been  given  that  it  would  be  developed. 

The  additional  Humus  Tank  referred  to  in  the  19^6  Report  was  constructed 
and  this  has  helped  in  the  maintenance,  but  during  times  of  storm  serious 
flooding  occurs  because  surface  water  from  paved  areas  on  the  Housing  Scheme 
has  been  found  to  discharge  to  the  foul  drains.  This  causes  serious  difficulties. 
Alternative  proposals  to  improve  matters  are  to  separate  the  surface  water  from 
the  foul  drains  and  to  construct  a storm  overflow  on  the  outfall  sewer.  It  is 
not  expected  that  the  River  Authority  will  agree  to  the  latter  proposal,  and  the 
former  can  only  bo  achieved  by  undertaking  work  in  the  gardens  of  the  dwellings. 

PARISH  OF  CHURCH  HULME 


Holmes  Chapel  Village 

The  Contract  for  the  construction  of  the  now  Treatment  Works  continued 
during  the  year  and  by  the  end  of  I967  the  filters  had  been  completed  to  the  stage 
that  the  media  had  been  placed  in  position,  the  pumps  were  being  installed  and  the 
concrete  shells  of  the  sedimentation  and  humus  tanks  were  almost  complete. 

At  Easter  19^7  the  Resident  Engineer,  a member  of  the  Consulting  Engineers’ 
Staff,  was  transferred  from  Site  to  Offices  and  the  Council’s  Deputy  Engineer  & 
Surveyor  was  seconded  to  supervise  the  Contract  in  the  hope  that  he  would  be  able 
to  undertake  some  routine  work.  This  was  generally  found  not  to  be  satisfactory 
as  the  whole  of  his  time  had  to  be  devoted  to  the  Contract  work, 

PARISH  OF  CHURCH  LAWTON 


Red  Bull  Drainage 

Three  properties  were  connected  to  the  sewers  during  the  year  under  review. 
Twenty-five  are  still  drained  to  septic  tanks. 
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SriapGs  Aqueduct  Sewapie  Treatment  Works 


The  Contract  for  the  construction  of  the  Treatment  Works  at  Snapes  Aqueduct 
proceeded  rather  slowly.  Serious  problems  arose  from  the  very  bad  ground 
encountered  which  was  a waterlogged  sand  at  foundation  level.  At  the  year  end 
filters,  humus  tanks,  pump  house  and  mess  room  were  completed.  The  Contract  period 
ended  on  13th  November,  19^7  but  allowance  in  extending  the  period  was  made  for 
inclement  weather  in  addition  to  the  difficult  ground, 

PARISH  OF  GOOSTREY 

Interest  in  this  Parish  by  Builders  still  continued,  there  being  no  apparent 
reduction  in  the  demand  for  houses  and  bungalows.

It  was  with  some  dismay  that  the  Council  learned  of  the  wish  of  Manchester 
University  to  limit  development  in  the  Jf'arish  because  of  the  possible  electrical 
effect  on  the  Radio  Telescope,  Nevertheless,  there  are  to  be  discussions  as  to 
what  building  might  take  place  over  a reasonable  period  of  time. 

Extensions  of  the  Sewage  Treatment  Works  will  become  necessary  earlier  than 
was  anticipated.  The  population  provided  for  in  the  capacity  of  the  Works  was 
1275  persons  assuming  a water  consumption  of  30  gallons  per  head  per  day,  i.e. 
a dry  weather  flow  of  3S,230  g-p.d.  The  population  is  estimated  to  have  increased 
already  to  I3OO  persons  and  the  recorded  dry  weather  flow  is  557000  g.p.d.  The 
water  consumption  per  head,  is  therefore,  about  36  gallons  per  day, 

PARISH  OF  NE\>/B0LD  ASTBURY 

It  was  not  until  November,  19^7  that  the  Congleton  Borough  Council  made 
laiown  their  wishes  as  to  the  type  of  meter  to  be  installed  to  register  the 
volume  of  sewage  to  be  discharged  to  their  sewer  in  Padgbury  Lane,  No  further 
progress  with  the  preparation  of  the  Scheme  was  possible  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year. 
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PARISH  OF  ODD  RODE 


Main  Treatment  v/orks 


The  main  Treatment  Works  serving  Scholar  Green,  Kent  Green,  Mount  Pleasant 
and  Fir  Close  having  a drainage  capacity  of  68,570  gallons  per  day  are  very  much 
overloaded,  oven  during  dry  weather  v;hen  the  recorded  flow  averages  175 » 000 

A considerable  volume  of  surface  water  finds  access  to  the  sewers  from  paved 
yafds  * and  roofs-  The  sewers  were  designed  on  a strictly  separate  basis  and 
efforts  were  made  to  exclude  surface  water  from  them.  This  seems  to  be  impossible 
to  achieve  because  sink  waste  gulleys  almost  invariable  take  yard  drainage  and  in 
old  property  it  was  frequently  the  case  that  fall  pipes  discharged  to  these 
gulleys  and  even  to  the  yard  surfaces. 

Although  the  Works  are  seriously  overloaded  reports  received  from  the 
Mersey  & Weaver  River  Authority  generally  reveal  a satisfactory  result  on  analysis 
of  the  effluent. 

Rode  Heath  Drainage 

The  Contract  for  the  laying  of  sewers  in  this  part  of  the  Parish  proceeded 
v/ell  until  May  when  the  Contractor  failed  financially.  At  that  date  work  had 
proceeded  for  35  weeks  and  2,06l  lineal  yards  of  sewer  had  been  laid  - 57^  of 
the  whole  length  included  in  the  Contract.  The  value  of  work  completed  was  then 
estimated  at  £17»769  compared  with  a Contract  value  of  £46,525* 

It  was  concluded  that  the  Contractor  had  abandoned  the  V/orks  and  the 
County  Council  had  to  be  called  in  to  improve  the  reinstatement  of  the  road 
trenches. 

A Contract  for  the  remainder  of  the  work  had  to  be  prepared  and  it  was  not 
until  November  that  tenders  were  received  and  one  was  accepted  in  the  sum  of 
£1,425  for  a section  of  sewer  in  Belvedere  Terrace  and  another  of  £33 » 437  for 
the  remainder. 


PARISH  OF  SMjALLWOOD 


The  drainage  problems  in  this  Parish,  one  very  rural  in  character,  were 
reviewed  during  the  year.  Watercourses  are  polluted  in  some  areas  by  the 
sewage  discharge  from  septic  tanks.  Generally  the  properties  are  old  and  no 
filters  have  been  provided.  Unfortunately,  it  is  the  case  generally,  that 
owners  fail  to  give  to  septic  tanlcs  the  regular  attention  they  require. 

The  Council  has  several  groups  of  Council  Houses  erected  pre  1939  where 
the  River  Authority  is  calling  for  filters  to  be  provided.  No  doubt,  in  time, 
filters  will  also  have  to  be  provided  by  the  private  owners. 
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PARISH  OF  SOMERFORD 


Blackfirs  Drainapie 

Little  further  progress  was  made  with  this  Scheme  because  it  was  not  until 
November  that  information  was  received  of  the  type  of  meter  required  by  Congleton 
Borough  Council* 

There  was  also  the  problem  to  resolve  regarding  the  siting  of  the  PumjAng 
Station.  The  owner  of  the  chosen  site  in  Chelford  Road  eventually  decided  not 
to  sell  and  at  least  three  other  owners  also  refused. 

V/hen  reconsidering  this  Scheme  later  in  the  year  representation  was  made 
that  the  Pumping  Station  should  be  so  located  and  constructed  to  such  a depth 
that  sewers  can  bo  laid  in  the  future  to  serve  other  properties  in  Holmes  Chapel 
Road,  should  this  become  economically  possible - 

PARISH  OF  TETTON 


Pollution  of  a ditch  in  Mill  Lane  results  from  the  discharge  of  septic  tank 
effluents  from  a number  of  bungalows.  Emptying  of  the  tanks  and  cleaning  of  the 
ditch  tends  to  reduce  the  nuisance.  Consideration  was  given  to  a Scheme  for 
dealing  v/ith  the  problem.  This  is  to  pump  the  sewage  to  the  nearest  sewer  in  the 
Sandbach  Urban  District. 

At  about  the  same  time  it  became  known  that  a factory  in  the  vicinity  was 
likely  to  expand  and  that  their  own  problem  of  sewage  disposal  would  be  difficult 
to  solve  since  British  V/aterways  were  refusing  to  accept  an  increased  discharge 
from  the  factory. 

In  consequence  an  outline  Scheme  was  prepared  to  deal  jointly  with  the 
factory  drainage  and  also  v/ith  that  from  the  bungalows. 

TRADE  W/^TE  DISCH/J?GES 


Trade  wastes  continued  to  discharge  by  agreement  from  the  Factories  of 
Fisons  and  Wallpaper  Manufacturers  in  Holmes  Chapel. 

During  the  year  discussions  took  place  regarding  a proposal  to  discharge  a 
small  volume  of  waste  from  the  box  making  factory  at  Malkins  Bank. 

It  is  believed  that  in  some  parts  of  the  district  there  are  still  a few  farms 
discharging  waste  to  the  Council’s  sewers.  As  these  are  traced  appropriate  action 
is  being  taken  to  have  the  drains  disconnected. 
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SLUDGE 


In  recent  years  it  has  not  been  too  difficult  to  dispose  of  the  sludge 
produced  at  the  Council's  Treatment  Works. 

Some  Farmers  are  prepared  to  accept  the  sludge  in  tlie  Autumn  of  each  year 
providing  assistance  is  given  in  its  removal. 

PUBLIC  CONVEinENCES 


The  Council  owns  one  Public  Convenience  in  The  Square,  Holmes  Chapel. 
Although  it  serves  a useful  purpose  mainly  for  the  passing  motorist  it  is  a 
source  of  exi)enso,  requiring  continual  redecoration  and  repair.  Damage  to  the 
coin  operated  locks  has  been  so  frequent  that  the  Council  has  decided  that  on 
further  damage  being  caused  the  locks  are  not  to  be  repaired,  since  the  cost  of 
rodccoration  and  repair  exceed  the  income. 

RIVERS  (PREVENTION  OF  POLLUTION)  ACT  I96I 

During  the  year  ending  December,  I966  the  River  Authority  issued  consents 
for  the  continuing  discharge  of  sewage  effluents  from  the  Council's  sewage 
Treatment  Works  at  Odd  Rode  and  from  a number  of  Housing  Scheme  plants  i.e., 
those  postwar  treatment  plants  where  filters  were  provided. 

There  were  discussions  during  the  Year  with  the  Pollution  Officer  regarding 
other  discharges  but  no  further  consents  were  issued  in  19^7 .

SYSTEM  BUILT  HOUSES 

Reference  was  made  last  year  to  the  houses  at  Cinderhill  Lane,  Kent  Green 
which  were  seriously  damaged  by  fire. 

A Contract  was  let  to  replace  them  by  a pair  of  Comes  System  Built  Houses. 
In  order  to  enlarge  the  scope  of  the  Contract  six  similar  houses  were  built  on 
Council  land  at  Greengate  Road,  Lawton  Gate. 

The  houses  are  steel  framed  and  at  Cinderhill  Lane  have  concrete  cladding 
in  order  not  to  contrast  too  violently  with  the  Airey  houses  on  either  side. 
Those  at  Greengate  Road,  Church  Lawton  have  brick  cladding. 

Construction  commenced  on  I8.I.67  at  Cinderhill  Lane,  Scholar  Green  and  on 

19.2.67  at  Greengate  Road  and  the  houses  were  complete  and  handed  over  on 

21.7.67  and  29.9.67  respectively.

PAINTING  OF  COUNCIL  HOUSES 

The  painting  of  Council  Houses  continued  during  the  year  by  the  Council's 
direct  labour  staff  consisting  of  five  painters. 

If  the  stock  of  1121  dwellings  is  to  be  painted  on  the  basis  of  a five 
year  cycle  approximately  225  dwellings  must  be  painted  per  annum. 

In  the  year  under  review  133  were  painted  and  for  several  years  the  target 
figure  was  not  achieved.  This  has  meant  that  the  programme  is  very  much  in 
arrears  and  the  Council  will  need  to  review  the  arrangements  to  be  made  in  1968, 

There  are  many  factors  which  mitigate  against  achieving  a set  programme, 
and  inclement  weather  can  be  the  most  serious  where  the  Staff  is  small  and  cannot 
be  enlarged  due  to  lack  of  interest  by  suitable  men. 

It  would  seem  that  consideration  will  need  to  be  given  to  Contract  painting 
on  the  introduction  of  bonus  or  incentive  payments, 

IMPROVEMENT  OF  COUNCIL  HOUSES 

No  improvement  of  older  Council  Houses  was  undertaken  during  the  year. 


MAINTENANCE  OF  AMENITY  FEATURES 


The  -Uieintenance  of  grass  areas  on  Housing  Sites  is  a growing  probelm.  It 
is  difficult  in  some  seasons  to  maintain  verges  and  grass  areas  at  the  standard 
required,  Ifet  v/eather  can  seriously  interfere  with  grass  cutting  and  should  the 
interval  between  cuts  be  several  weeks  in  the  Summer  the  long  cut  grass  can  be 
a nuisance  and  eyesore. 

The  solution  lies  in  providing  adequate  Staff  and  large  capacity  machines 
which  can  be  operated  during  wet  weather  if  necessary.  Then  the  high  standard 
of  maintenance  can  be  achieved.  The  gang  consisted  of  the  Chargehand,  1 mem  and 
1 youth.  Equipment  provided  included; -

NEW  STREET  BYELAWS 


Under  the  Highways  Act,  1959  new  Street  Byelaws  were  approved  by  the 
Minister  of  Housing  & Local  Government  for  regulating  the  level,  width  and 
construction  of  new  streets  and  for  the  provision  of  sewerage  thereof  and 
requiring  the  giving  of  notices  and  the  deposit  of  plans.  The  Byelaws  operated 
from  the  1st  November,  196?. 

PRIVATE  BUILDING  DEVELOPMENT 


The  following  table  indicates  that  the  rate  of  building  in  the  District 
has  been  maintained  - a total  of  532  plans  were  received  and  of  these  337  were 
submitted  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Building  Regulations. 

Until  April  the  statutory  inspection  of  new  buildings  were  undertaken  by 
the  Housing  Clerk  of  Works  but  the  scope  of  the  work  had  so  increased  that  a 
Building  Inspector  was  appointed  to  deal  with  the  plans  and  inspections.  He 
died  in  August  and  the  vacancy  was  filled  in  October. 

Not  only  are  the  Building  Inspectors  called  upon  to  inspect  the  buildings, 
they  also  inspect  the  sewers  and  connections  to  these.  It  is  important  that 
this  work  should  be  done  thoroughly  because  of  the  desire  of  Estate  Developers 
that  the  Council  should  adopt  the  sewers  on  completion.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  appointment  of  an  additional  loader  was  authorised  giving  a complement 
of  one  Foremcui,  five  driver/loaders  and  ten  loaders*  There  were  two  resignations 
during  the  year  and  one  man  had  his  service  terminated  on  health  grounds*  The 
Council  purchased  a diesel  Norba  Karrier  screw  type  of  compression  vehicle  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  The  double  cab  was  converted  to  receive  salvage.  A ten  cubic 
yard  side  loader  was  disposed  of  as  surplus*  It  is  the  intention  to  convert 
each  of  the  four  districts  to  a compression  vehicle  and  it  is  hoped  the  two 
remaining  side  loaders  will  be  so  changed  within  two  to  three  years. 

The  incentive  bonus  continues,  I believe,  to  be  a strong  factor  in  the 
maintenance  of  a regular  weekly  collection.  It  was  agreed  that  farms  should  be 
included  in  the  weekly  collection  where  they  are  readily  accessible  on  the  main 
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road.  Other  Farms  should  be  included  in  a monthly  collection  service.  The 
following  tables  indicate  the  present  position.  A unit  constitutes  up  to  two 
dustbins  per  premises#

Approval  was  given  towards  the  end  of  the  year  for  the  commencement  in 
1968  of  the  use  of  plastic  bin  liners  on  certain  new  estates.  The  bonus  rate 
would  be  half  that  for  a bin  i.e,  2id,  in  lieu  of  4^d. 

Refuse  disposal  is  by  tipping,  mostly  controlled.  With  the  use  of  the 
compression  type  of  vehicle,  the  whole  of  a day's  work  can  be  taken  in  one  load 
and  can  then  be  tipped  at  the  tip  at  the  Council's  Depot  at  Arclid,  Control  of 
the  tip  at  this  site  is  easier  and  eventually  three  other  tips  at  various  sites 
will  be  discontinued.  Great  difficulty  was  encountered  during  the  latter  months 
of  the  year  in  negotiating  the  tip  surface.  This  matter  has  become  an  increasing 
problem  following  the  changing  character  of  refuse. 
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Abandoned  cars  continue  to  be  disposed  of  reasonably  readily  by  a dealer 
in  Staffordshire  v/ho  arranges  free  collection. 

Bulky  refuse  is  collected  free  by  special  arrangement  from  all  household 
premises.  Clearance  of  unauthorised  tip  sites  has  proceeded  and  if  necessary 
the  Council  are  prepared  to  provide  a driver  and  vehicle  at  week  ends  for  this 
purpose.  Local  voluntary  school  boy  labour  has  been  enlisted  in  this  important 
aspect  of  the  work.  The  educational  value  to  the  boys  concerned  is  not 
inconsiderable . 

The  solid  fuel  central  heating  at  the  Depot  was  converted  to  electric 
night  storage  heaters  and  the  boiler  house  and  fuel  storage  converted  to  a 
canteen  room  and  drying  room. 

I attended  for  the  first  time  the  Public  Cleansing  Conference  and  found 
this  most  beneficial.

In  all  cases  of  Brucella  Positive  samples,  either  arrangements  are  made  for 
the  immediate  removal  of  the  offending  cattle  or  heat  treatment  of  the  milk  is 
required  either  by  agreement  or  by  service  of  notice  under  Regulation  20. 


Nuisances. 

The  nuisance  from  the  industrial  tip  recorded  in  the  last  two  reports  is 
no  loss  a problem  for  the  Council.  In  October,  19^7  an  Injunction  was  obtained 
as  to  a general  prohibition  of  nuisance  from  smell  with  a deferment  of  nine 
months  subject  to  certain  undertakings  being  given.  1968  sees  a continuation 
of  the  action,  further  appearances  in  the  High  Court  and  the  possibility  of  the 
local  authority  having  the  Tip  under  a Writ  of  Sequestration.  What  ever  the 
eventual  outcome  of  the  proceedings,  it  is  abundantly  clear  that  for  such 
industrial  tips  (l)  the  tightest  of  planning  conditions  are  imperative,  (2) 
supervision  must  be  by  qualified  chemists  or  chemical  engineers,  (3)  rigid 
control  and  often  laboratory  control  of  effluents  and  wastes  tipped  is 
essential.  In  the  matter  of  responsibility  for  control,  I believe  that  few 
local  authorities  would  have  the  necessary  type  of  qualified  staff  available 
and  personally,  I feel  control,  or  at  least  oversight,  by  H.M.  Inspector  of 
Allcalis  may  well  be  the  answer.  This  Department  has  been  of  immeasurable 
assistance  in  this  instance.  The  Council's  problem  has  been  greatly  magnified 
by  the  complication  of  a culverted  v;ater  course  passing  the  length  of  the  tip 
and  which  has  of  necessity  involved  the  River  Authority  as  well.

Water  Supply. 

The  mains  supply  for  thirty-three  properties  at  present  on  a private 
supply  at  Moreton,  although  agreed  by  the  Council,  Water  Board  and  Ministry, 
has  not  yet  been  provided.  Two  of  the  foiir  samples  taken  were  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory. 

One  house  was  connected  to  mains  supply  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  I38  of  the  Publid  Health  Act,  193^  in  which  the  owner's  contribution 
was  limited  to  £60,  A further  twenty-eight  properties  have  their  own  private 
supply  and  of  eighteen  samples  taken,  seven  proved  unsatisfactory. 
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Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928. 


Fifty-four  premises  licensed  for  the  storage  of  petrol  are  visited  yearly 
by  the  Fire  Officer  and  the  Health  Inspector  alternately.  No  applications  for 
installation  of  self  service  pumps  were  received  but  a prospective  applicant 
was  deterred  from  applying  on  experiencing  a petrol  fire  on  his  serviced  site.
